THEY SERVED TOGETHER. 


British and American Marines Together 
Quell  Rictous M sb. 

The following account hai been sent 
by mail of a landing on May 2, at Corin- 
to, Nicaragua, ofa force of about 100 
American and British marines from the 
United States cruiser Alert, and tbe Bri- 
tish cruiser Comna, aciing in the most 
perfect harmony, occupied that port and 
protected until May 4. the property of 
foreigners at the customs house and at 
the railroad station, subduing a rictons 
and drunken mob which threatened to 
cause the most eerious disturbances, On 
April 16th, Samuel Mayorga, who was 
minister forthe treasury of the baca or 
reyolationary government issued a de- 
cree in the name of the revolutionary 
government, declaring that the ctiicers 
and books of the customs honsee at Uo- 
ripto, were to be at once removed to Leon, 
the capital of the revolutionary govern- 
ment, sitaated a ont thirty miles in the 
interior, hia ostensible purpore being to 
prevent the millions of dollars worth of 
merchandise in the ensiom house from 
an attack by the troops of Zellaya. He 
had come to Corinto with railroad trains 
in order to remove the merchandise he- 
longing largely to foreigners from the 
cusioma house of Corinto to Leon. It 
was evident, however, that the real ob- 
ject of Mayorgas’ move was to obtain poa- 
session of this property and hold itas a 
security for a war loan. Consequently 
the foreigners at once made a vrotest to 
Commander Hanford and to Captain 
Hl. Dyke, of the British ship Comua, 
which had arrived at Corinto, about 
April 5. The American and British com- 
mandere held a consultation, and decided 
that they would not allow the insurgents 
to take possession of the property of 
foreigners in the customs house o° rail- 
road depot at Corinto, ag the latter bnild- 
ings being within 600 yardacf the ynns 
of the two warships wer: at least as safe 
as igthe property were at Leon, This 
enraged Minister Mayorgas eo much that 
he caused the arrest of all native males 
in Corinto between the age of 17 and 7a 
years, on the plea that a vyreat battle was 
imminent at Momotombs. After detain- 
ing them onthe railroad ears for a few 
honrs, Mayorgas released all those who 
could pay him $100 to €250 in cash, and 
retorned to Leon with the other unfor- 
tunafe inhabitats of Corinto without 
yiving receipts for the money collected, 
bat declaring that he would return again 
to Corinto, This he dif on May Ist, 
when his pariy disbanded and ronght 
safety in flight with considerable sums of 
money extorled in some way or another 
from the people of Nicarayna. They 
eseaped to Guetemaia ina small schooner, 

Although the ehitefs of the imgorgent 
party succeeding in escaping, a great 
number of the oflicers and soldiers of the 
insurgent army withtheir arma, thloeked 
ty Crinto in the hopeof getting out of 
the country, but were nnable to get away 
owing to the lack of means to do so. The 
disappomled hundreds of soldiera be- 
came reckless after their leaders deserted 
them, began drinking heavily and com- 
meneed rioting. the native comman- 
dantand the handfal of police at the 
fort aro ulterly impotent. The disband- 
ed soldiers seemed to be crazed with 
drink, robbed houses right and left, yio- 
lated women and youny pirls, and began 
ratherimy about the customs honse. Pal- 
mer, the eommandant of the eustomg 
hoose, hurried a written request for pro- 
tection to Mr, Henry Palazo, the United 
States consular agent, reqneeting the lat- 
fer to appeal for help to the commandera 
of the Amorican and Britisa warships in 
port, the Alert and Comna, and asking 
them to landand take charge of the port, 
and protect the perrons and property of 
Nicaraguans, foreigner’s, and the property 
of the government of Nicaragua until the 
government of President Z+laya was able 
to saint troops to the spot, Consequently 
about lpeim.on May Yad, a force of 
about 400 marines, commanded by four 
oflicora and a number of midshipmen, 
avere landed fron the United States ernis- 
er Alertand British cruiser Conus, and 
quickly dreve the rioters into hiding in 
the honses, intothe outskirisof the town 
or into tho awamps of the island. Daring 
this time Lieut, Baker, of the Alert, and 
Lieut Lewin, of the Comna, with a squad 
of inarines, hurried through the town, 
releasing the citizens, who had barriead- 
ed themselyag in terror in their houses 
closing all the liqnor shops and disarm- 
inv all the officers and soldiers of the in- 
surgent army who could be cornered. In 
lene than balfan hour after the marines 
landed, perfect order and peace prevailed 
in Coronto. 

When the president was informed of 
the ocenpation of the port of Corinto by 
the American and British marimes, and 
when such 2 cep was justified the place 
wantirned overtothe Niexraguan oflicers, 
heatones telegraphed hig approval to 
the American levation at Managua with 
his thanks, and Jater telegraphed an in- 
vilation to Commander Handford and 
fi officers, and to Captain Dyke and his 
ctlivers to visit Managua, the capital of 
Niearagna, and enjoy the hospitality of 
the weve nment of Nicaracna,

Discrimination Against Millers. 


The millera of the Northwest are 
preparing to take some action ia protest 
avainstthe digertiuination against them 
Ly the lake and rail lines, says a Duluth 
dispatch. The yrievance of the millers 
dates back to the refusal of the lake and 
rail lines to stcre their tlour free at Baf 
falo, after a certain brief period. Now, 
however, the mills have additional pro- 
yocalion inthe posifiye deferention which 
the lines are in efiect giving Kastern and 
foreign millers. ‘The tariff rate on flour 
from Duluth to the seaboard ia twenty 
eenta per hundred pounds, Oa the 
other hand, the lake and ratl lines are 
carrying wheat from Duluth to Batlalo 
at ic per bushel, while the going freight 
is nominally © cents. At Butfalo, the 
eastern connection of the lake linea take 
the wheat from the boataand lay itdown 
atthe seaboard at a price making the 
total freight irom Duluth to New York, 
equal to 15 cents per 100 Ths of flonr, 

The effect of this is to give the miiler 
in New York or eastern agtates, or the 
miller in bagland or Seotiand or on the 
continent, a S-cent, d erential per log 
pounds of tlour against the millera of 
Daloth and the Northwest on the yery 
material which the latter use in maving 
their product. ‘This differential of 10 
eante a barrel amounts to a great deal on 
larce consignments in these days of close 
inargins, A great many times it would 
prevent the acceptance of bids from 
abroad. ‘The millers cannot unders!and 
why the lakeand rai lines shonid seek 
(o ipjore the interests which are practic 
ally keeping them in basiners, for with- 
out the flour tratlic from Lake Superior 
there is no dontt but that the business 
of the lake lines would practiccily be all 
up-bound trati:. Jast what form the 
action will take is not decided, bnt that 
there will be sume form of protest seems 
a foregoue conclusion. 


Trains Wrecked by Dynami:e, 

At the plantation of Nuevo, in tha 
Artemesa district, of the province of 
Pinar del Rio, the issurgonts have 
hanged two men, and on their breasts 
were pinned pieces of paper, upon which 
was written, For gelling tobace..’ In 
an inesargent camp in a eWwamp near 
(coira Meiena, a colone! in charge ofa 
spanish foree, found two botdes of 
strychnine, This ie held by the anthori- 
ties at Havana to contirm the report that 
the insurgents intended to poison the 
water supply in that vicinity. Between 
Centereaa and [rmaronesa, province of 
Matanzas, the insurgents blew up another 
train with dynamite, No lives were lost. 
Still another train haa been blowa up 
withdynamite. Thia time the outrage 
occurred near Fort Toaca, in the Jo- 
vellance district of the province of 
Matanzas. The train consisted of a 
number of freight cars, drawn by two 
engines, all of which were partially de- 
stroyed, 


IT MAY BE MURDER, 


Murderous Attack Made Upon a Man at 
Lennoz, Man. 


A murderous assault wae perpetrated 
on a young man named Keily, in the vi- 
cinity of Lennox, Man., the other even- 
ing. by one of the moet well-to do far- 
mera in this district, named Herman 
Mense. It appears that Mense’s dangh- 
ier kept company for some time past with 
Kelly, contrary to the wishes of her 
parenta. A few ovenings ago Misa Mense 
was at Deloraine in the company of 
Kelly. Menze was also in town, and see- 
ing his daughter with, Kelly, it is pre- 
sumed he went up behind him and at- 
tacked him from the rear, Kelly black- 
ened Mense's eyes. The sequel was that 
Kelly was out at Lennox a few days after 
and met Mre. Mense ata farmer named 
Corbett’a house. She accused Kelly of 
something which has not yet transpired, 
Anyway, Kelly denied ‘‘, and intimated 
that she was not telling the trmth. They 
then agreed to go over to a farmer named 
Cranston. Mrs. Mense to verify what she 
said, and Kelly to get hia denial affirmed. 
On the way they had to pass Menee, his 
son and hired man. Kelly went on to- 
warda Cranston’s on another trail, The 
woman wentup to the men and had 
some conversat.cn with them. Then 
they all got into a wagon and drove off 
after Kelly and overtook him. It is 
alleged that the son Charles was tlie first 
to strike a blow. Then they all canght 
him and got him down, then while the 
son and hired man held him, Mense with 
a fork beat him over the head and frac- 
tured his skull and gave him frightful 
injuries. He is now lying at Mra, 
Spronle’s in an exceedingly dangerous 
stnte. Mense was arresied but was let 
out on bail for eight days, to seo if the 
man wil die or not,

THE CORONATION SERVICES TURNED 
TO MOURNING. 


A Thousand People Trampled to Death 
and Hundreda Iujared tn Moscow-- 
The Disaster Mainly Dneto the Ab- 
sexcee of the Police. 


Tt is now cflicially estimated that abont 
1.40) persons were killed in the terrible 
disaster in the Khodjanskoja Plain at 
Meseow, on the last daya of the corona- 
tion services. Owing to the extent of 
the disaster and tha fact that the place 
was surrounded by troops rendered ap- 
prach to the sesue of the disaster im- 
possible for anyone except a Russian 
official or physician. A long time elapsed 
before the fall extent of the disaster be- 
came known. The first report had it 
thatonly a few hundred people had 
been killed or wonnded, but ag time wore 
on and the ambulances were fairly —_ 
bnsy transporting people wounded and 
dying to the hoapitaisof the citv and to 
the temporary hospitals formed within 
the military lines. it began to dawn upon 
the peop'e that the extent of the disaster 
was very much groater than at first sup- 
pored, 

The vast plain enclosed with Venetian 
masts hnng with bonting and hearing 
shielde upon which were the arme of all 
the cities and provinces of Russia, the 
gatly decorated booths, open-air theatres, 
carousels, provision etands and liqno: 
depote, were in the part of the plain 
where the disaster oenrred, were entirely 
crnshed. According to the description 
farnished by physicians who had been 
allowed on the epot, the seene resembled 
the carnage ofa battle reverely fought, 
with theexception that the victims were 
rnostly poor men, women and children, 
and that they were frampled to death 
instead of being shot down, 

As the day wore on the Ruasian offi 
clais admitted that the victims nambered 
several hundred, and last evening the 
terrible trnth was told when a bulletin 
was issued saying that the government 
officers regretted to be compelled to an- 
nounce thatan Official estimate placed 
the number of victims of the disaster at 
about loo. All the festivities have ap- 
parentivy been postponed, and nobody 
thinks of anything bute ymimenting upon

The “Facts” published on March 1, 
1896 could have had at least two 
later years’ operations to quote 
from, but that appeared to not have 
suited their purpose, it was much 
better to assert that only 3150,000 
bas yet been iv and that the balance 
of $1,350,000 was wasted. In almost 
all undertakings only a portion of 
the subscribed stock is paid for on 
allotment of shares, the balance be- 
ing held for future calls; and it is 
most likely this was so in the case 
of the Dominion Cotton Co. 
“Facts gives no proof whatever, nor 
even @ hint at a proof, for its state- 
ment, and no man not deeply im- 
bued with the principles of political 
lying would put forward such a 
statement without some sort of 
proof, Then again it says, “those 
gentlemen actually received 200 
per cent on all the money they put 
in,” that is, they gut a dividend of 
$150,000 equivalent to 20 per cent 
on the subscribed new capital on 
$1,500,000, This is like @ man 
lending $100 at 10 per cent saying 
that he got 900 per cent interest 
on the last dollar, but he only yot 
$1 interest on the remaining $99, 
Dividends are paid on the paid up 
stock, not on the subscribed stock, 
and assuming, as “Fucts” states, 
that the stockholders received a 
dividend equivalent to 20 per cent 
on the whole $3,000,000 of sub- 
scribed capital, that would be only 
36 per cent on the paid up stock, 
for the $150,000 must go for divi- 
dend with the original paid up stock, 
$1,500,000, 

But “Facts,” quoting from the 
report of April, 1893, says that the 
earnings were 20 per cent on the 
whol» 33,000,000. Will facts say 
that all the earnings were given in 
dividends? It dare not say this 
openly, though it allows it to be in- 
ferred. The working expenses, cost 
of repairs, renewals, etc., nave to 
be deducted from the earnings be- 
fore a dividend can be paid. I 
have no knowledge whatever of the 
amount of such deductions in the 
case of the Dominion Cotton Co., 
possibly it would be muoh more 
than half the earnings; in the case 
of the C.P.R. the working expenses 
amount to almost two-thirds of the 
gross earnings—but setting forth 
the case in such a way as to lead 
people to understand that the 
movey published as earnings all 
goes to dividends 13 @ grocs fraud.
